OTTAWA—In view of the discus: 
sion on the political platform and in 
the newspapers as to the Duncan re- 
port on investigations into the cus- 
toms department and the conflicting 
allegations that are made, Inspector 
Walter Duncan, special investigating 
officer, was asked today .for a clarity- 
ing statement as to whether anything

“I was detailed,” he said, “to make 
an investigation into the administra- 
tion of the customs service in Mon- 
treal and that district, and I did so.

With the exception of the Tercen- 
tenary issue of which the 7-cent val- 
ue contained a portrait of Wolfe and 
Montcalm and another with portraits 
of eary discoverers ,the portraiture on 
the Canadian stamps has hitherto 
been exclusively limited to members 
of the royal family . The new com- 
menorative set will be the first to 
show portraits of statesmen of com- 
paratively recent date, 

The five men to be honored are 
Sir L. H, Fontaine, Robert Baldwia, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir John A, Mc- 
Donald and the fiery Irish orator 
Thomas Darcy McGee. All of these 
with the exception of McGee, were 
premiers of Canada, Lafontaine and 
Baldwin are celebrated for their dual 
Ministries from 1842 to 1851, when 
the union of Lower and Upper Cana- 
da being the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, was practically effected. Sir 


John Alexander MacDonald was, how- 
ever ,the first Premier of the Domin- 
fon of Canada, 1867 to 1872, He was 
again elevated to that office in 1878 
and held it until his death in 1891, 
He is also famous as the great Cana 
dian railroad builder. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier is of more recent date, being 
Premier from 1896 to 1911. He was 
the first of French parentage to hold 
that office. He died in 1919, 

McGee, born in Ireland and for 
many years a resident of that country, 
eventually went to Canada and served 
@s a member of the House of Com- 
mons until he was shot in 1868 by an 
old associate, who was angered by 
McGee's opopsition to Fenianism,

The negotiations between the 
United Grain Growers and the Alber- 
ta Pool, which have been #Olng on 
for several months, and which -td 
been carried to the point where there 
was complete agreement between the 
United Grain Growers and the Pool 
as to the terms and conditions of the 
agreement, have broken down on the 
one question of who should be Man- 
ager of the new elevator operating 
Company, which was to be formed 
to Operate all the elevators of the 
Company and the Pool in Alberia, 
and which was to be carried on by 
a Board of eight members, four of 
whom came from the Pool Board and 
four from the United Grain Growers 
Board. 

The United Grain Growers’ repre- 
sentatives on the proposed new Board 
suggested that one of the Pool direc- 
tors should be President of the new 
Company, and that Mr. McRory, 
Manager of the United Grain Grow- 
ers’ office in Calgary, should be 
Manager. 

The Alberta Pool representatives 
on the Board suggested that one of 
the United Grain Growers’ rpresen- 
tatives should be President, and that 
a man of Yeeognized sianding in the 
elevaior business and not previously 
connected with either the Pool or the 
U.G.G. should be secured as Man- 
ager, The chief objection of the Pool 
representatives was that if Mr, Mec 
Rory were retained as Manager there 
would be a great deal of criticism in 
the Province on the ground that the 
old United Grain Growers manage- 
ment was being continued. 

The United Grain Growers’ repre- 
sentatives on the proposed new 
Board urged chiefly that Mr. McRory 
had in a large measure the confidence 
of the farmers of Alberta, both Pool 
and non-Pool; that he had demon 
strated his ability in managing the 
180 elevators owned by the United 
Grain Growers in Alberta, and that, 
from the point of view of the success 
of the new operating Company, it 
was a mistake to drop him, when 
there was nothing against him, for a 
new man who would have to famil- 
farize himself with the whole system 
and organization. e 

It was found impossible to reach an 
@greement on this point, and it was 
@ecided to continue for the time be- 
ing under the existing arrangements 
under which the Pool and the Com- 
Pany have worked in Alberta since 
the Pool was organized three years 
ago. ry 
The relationship between the Com- 
Pany and the Alberta Pool has always 
been of me most harmonious kind 
since the Pool was organized three 
years ago, and it was the unanimous 
opinion of both Pool and United Grain 
Growers Boards that there was not 
enly no reason why this should not 
continue in the future, but that it 
was highly desirable that it should con 
tinue, It was felt by all that the or- 
ganizations build up after many years 
of effort could not be destroyed by 
attacks from without, but could only 
fe injered by internal dissension, 
which both Boards are determined to 
aveid.

country. The lack of outstanding new 
recruiis to national affairs is disap- 
pointing ,especially as early reports 
hud suggested such men as J. H. 
Fortier, Hume Cronyn, Hon, John 8. 
Martin, and Sr Joseph Flavelle as 


having been invited in the cabinet. 

Nevertheless, business men will rec- 
ognize that Mr. Meighen has done tin 
best he could under the British sys 
tem of cabinet construction; and 
while he has not yet been successful 
in his every apparent efforts to bring 
in the bést men in different fields, 
and has had to recognize party ser. 
vices as well as personal ability, he 
has presented a board of directors 
that is at least up to average, It is 
no cabinet of giants, but in the main, 
it is a cabinet of sincere, honest men 
and, on the whole, will command the 
respect of the country. 

The slow, laborous, tricky task of 
cabinet-building, as exemplified by the 
problems of Mr, Meighen in the past 
two wecks, is one of the unfortunate 
features of Canada’s political life. 
Each time a new cabinet is formed 
in Canada ,the weaknesses of the 
British cabinet system as opposed to 
the United States cabinet system, are 
exemplified, 

In Canada, the prime minister, who 
sets out to give the country a busi- 
ness administration composed _ oi 
cabinet ministers chosen from leaders 
in their respective fields, is beset with 
v.rtually insurmountable problems 
He must choose men who can get re- 
elected in their constituencies, He 
must choose his men so that each 
province is represented by a propor: 
tionate number. Each race, each 
creed, each religion must get its just 
due, The premier has only a small 
group to choose from ,a group too 
small to assure the proper diversifi- 
ciation of materiai and yet too large, 
when personal ambitions and party 
scivices are to be considered, 

In the United states, the president 
has the opportunity of choosiug his 
men if he wishes, regardless of their 
ability to get re-elected, regardless of 
jocal, class or religious considerations, 
He does not have to consider whether 
the man’s ancestors came from Ire- 
land, Scotland, or France, or whether 
his wife is a United Methodist or goes 
te the Catholic church or the Jewish 
synagogue, 

If Coolidge had been hampered by 
the Canadian system he would never 
have had a great secretary of state 
like Hughes, or a Hoover or Mellon in 
his cabinet. Hughes and one of his 
predecessors in office, Elihu Root, 
are regarded as the two brainiest 
men in America. If King had not 
been hampered by the Canadian sys- 
tem, he would never have had Bureau, 
Cardon or Murdock in his cabinet. 

The ministers of the government 
should be chosen for constructive ad- 
ministrative ability rather than for 
their political services or their affill- 
ation. They need not even sit ip the 
house . But they should advise the 
premier and administer their depart- 
ments soundly, ably and with business

LETHBRIDGE, July 28—Serious 
shortage of water for livestock is 1m- 
minent in the district lying between 
Wrentham and King’s Lake, south of 
the Foremost branch, 

Twelve thousand head of livestock 
grazing in this district is very seri- 
ously threatened ,and ranchers are 
agitating strongly for some sort of 
relief in the way of water supplies. 

It is stated that water in a long 
coulee on the west of the Coutts 
branch, which is serving a compara- 
ively small amount of livestock, can 
be freed and allowed to run down 
the coulee in the affected area, An 
effort is being made to have authori- 
ties allow this. Immediate relief is 
asked, as the stock will not touch 
the available water south of Wren- 
tham until forced to drink it.
